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VIII  THE  CHILDREN’S  DIVISION 
COMMUNITY  PROGRAM. 

The  Children’s  Division  Committee  of 
the  International  Sunday  School  Asso- 
ciation looks  upon  its  field  of  vork  as  the 
promotion  of  community  religious  educa- 
tion tor  children. 

The  Children’s  Division  Committee, 
of  course,  is  interested  in  the  succe  s of  the 
local  Sunday  school  in  its  work  with  chil- 
dren, and  uses  its  entire  resources  to  help 
the  denominations  to  function  in  the 
schools  that  recognize  their  authority. 
The  Cradle  Roll,  Beginners',  :^mary, 
and  Junior  Departments,  vith  their  pupils 
and  teachers,  can  always  rely  on  the  sym- 
pathy and  backing  of  the  International 
Children’s  Division  Committee.  The 
real  task  of  the  committee,  however,  is  to 
create  a community  religious  consciousness, 
in  order  that  all  the  children  may  be 
thou''ht  of  as  the  little  ones  that  Jesus 
loved  to  bless. 

The  International  Children’s  Division 
Committee  seeks  to  create  this  community 
religious  consciousness  for  the  needs  of 
children  by  working  vith  the  adults  of  the 
community  and  by  inspiring  the  parents 
and  teachers  to  a study  of  children’s  needs 
and  the  thorough  consideration  of  modern 
methods  to  meet  the  needs.  This  com- 
munity effort  to  educate  the  parents  and 
teachers  of  children  through  the  Sunday 
School  Association  is  fivefold,  as  follow  s : 

1.  Children's,  TeaeJ  ers'  and  Officers' 
Insiilutes.  The  Sunday  School  Associa- 
tion seeks  from  time  to  time  lo  conduct 
for  all  the  teachers  and  ofificers  of  all  the 
Sunday  schools  of  the  community  these 
institutes,  where  child  psychology,  ped- 
agogy,  school  method,  and  related  sub- 
jects are  most  carefully  studied.  These 
institutes  are  of  various  kinds,  such  as 

(a)  Separate  conferences  for  w'orkers 

with  children  only. 

(b)  In  conjunction  with  other  workers, 

as  in  the  Children’s  Section  of  the 

Community  Training  School. 

(c)  As  a part  of  the  annual  Sunday 

school  convention. 

(d)  As  a distinct  Elementary  Graded 

Union, 

2.  Association  Children's  Superintend- 
ents' Institutes.  These  institutes  are 
training  centers  for  the  Sunday  School 
Association  Superintendents,  who  are  to 


promote  and  conduct  group  meetings  in  the 
community  for  the  parents,  teachers,  and 
leaders  of  children.  These  inst’tutes  deal 
with  the  technique  of  organization  and 
educational  administration,  and  corre- 
spond to  the  group  gath  wrings  of  super- 
visors in  our  public  school  system. 

3.  Leaders'  Conferences.  The  Sunday 
School  Association  seeks  to  promote  from 
time  to  time  in  the  community  con’erences 
of  the  leaders  of  all  organizations  seeking 
the  welfare  of  the  child.  I’hese  conferences 
are  informative  and  held  for  the  purpose 
of  emphasizing  the  place  of  religious  educa- 
tion in  the  training  of  a child. 

4.  Parents'  and  Teachers'  Associa- 
tions. The  Sunday  School  Association  be- 
lieves that  group  meetings  of  Sunday 
school  teachers  and  parents  tor  the  dis- 
cussion of  the  problems  of  children  are  de- 
cidedly helpful  and  make  for  cooperation 
in  the  rehgious  education  of  childhood. 
These  associations  are  a cherished  part 
of  the  Community  Program  of  the  Chil- 
dren’s Division  Committee. 

5.  Children's  Week.  The  United  States 
Government,  through  the  Child  Wehare 
Bureau,  has  for  several  years  urged  a week 
of  consideration  for  the  moral  and  ma- 
terial development  of  childhood.  In  1917, 
the  International  Children’s  Division  Com- 
mittee promoted  a Continent-Wide  Cradle 
Roll  Week,  “emphasizing  the  Christian 
nature  of  babies.”  “Encouraged  by  the 
success  of  Cradle  Roll  Week,”  the  move- 
ment has  been  broadened  out  to  embrace 
all  of  childhood,  that  “parents  and  Sun- 
day school  teachers  and  all  followers 
of  Christ  might  awaken  to  an  interest 
in  the  religious  education  of  children  every- 
where.” The  Childien’s  Week  is  annually 
observed  in  the  month  of  May,  and  plans 
are  made  for  seven  or  eight  days  of  intense 
emphasis  on  the  child.  This  includes  spe- 
cial sermons,  mass  meetings  or  rallies,  a 
house-to-house  census,  teachers’  insti- 
tutes, parents’  meetings,  children’s  parades, 
song  and  story  pageants,  and  other  inter- 
esting gatherings.  A conservation  pro- 
gram always  follows.  The  w'ork  and  pro- 
grams are  varied  to  suit  the  size  of  the 
communities  using  Children’s  Week. 

This,  then,  is  an  outline  of  the  efforts 
of  the  Children’s  Division  Committee 
of  the  Sunday  School  Association  to  pro- 
duce a community  religious  consciousness 
concerning  childhood,  and  is  the  Chil- 
dren’s Division  part  of  the  Sunday  School 
Association  Community  Program. 
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At  the  Editor’s  Desk

Eddie  Franz  of  Chicago,  Treasurer  of 
the  “Coni  mentals,”  has  made  the  “su- 
preme sacrifice  somewhere  in  France.” 
A member  of  a machine-gun  squad  in  the 
first-line  trenches,  he  gave  his  life  for 
America  and  world  democracy  as  the  dawn 
of  peace  touched  the  horizon.  Thus  a blue 
star  in  our  Camp  service  flag  has  turned 
to  gold.  In  a future  number  of  Confer- 
ence Pointers  more  suitable  mention  will 
be  made  of  our  loss  in  Eddie’s  death. 

The  girls  of  1918,  the  “Wigeopos,”  will 
likewise  mourn  at  the  news  of  the  death 
of  Mary  Hawley.  She  was  stricken  with 
the  influenza  and  passed  aw^ay  after  a very 
short  illness.  Further  mention  in  a fu- 
ture number  of  Conference  Pointers  will 
be  made  concerning  Mary’s  part  among  us.

on  the  “Four-Fold  Life.”  Those  campers 
who  have  listened  with  piofit,  as  Mr.

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The  Development  of  the  Four- Fold  Idea

“The  measure  of  the  stature  of  the  ful- 
ness of  Christ”  has  been  heralded  by  many 
people  at  various  times  as  the  standard 
for  the  lives  of  twentieth  century  boys 
and  girls,  but  the  vagueness  of  most  of  the 
ideas  did  not  take  definite  torm  until 
the  Four-Fold  program  was  initiated  by 
Mr.  John  L.  Alexander  at  the  Industrial 
Young  Men’s  Christian  Association  at 
Spring  Forge,  Pa.,  in  1905,  and  the  Tuxis 
System  was  inaugurated  by  Harvey  L. 
Smith  at  the  Bedford  Branch  Young  Men’s 
Christian  Association  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y., 
in  1907.

The  Four-Fold  Program  was  based  on 
the  famous  vprse  in  the  Gospel  of  Luke 
where  Jesus  is  described  as  growing  “in 
wisdom  and  stature,  and  in  tavor  with  God 
and  men.”  Its  emphasis,  as  noted  in  Mr. 
Alexander’s  article  in  the  June,  1911, 
issue  ot  Association’s  Boys,  the  trade 
journal  of  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  As- 
sociation Boys’  Department,  changed  the 
Association  emblem  in  Philadelphia  Cen- 
tral “from  the  Standard  Triangle  to  the 
Maltese  Cross;  from  body,  mind,  and 
spirit  to  the  physical,  mental,  religious, 
nnd  social.”  Each  boy  filled  out  a four- 
fold questionnaire  according  to  which  he 
was  charted.  The  prescription  given 
him,  in  the  filling  of  which  he  was  to  level 
himself  up — ^not  down — ^was  practically 
related  to  the  need  of  the  individual;  and 
the  tasks  he  was  guided  in  choosing  in  con- 


nection with  the  self-government  activities 
of  the  club  were  such  as  looked  forward  to 
the  balanced  development  of  the  boy.  Five 
fundamental  principles  were  the  basis  of 
this  scheme.  (1)  Any  work  that  ignores 
the  four-fold  physical,  social,  mental,  and 
religious  expression  of  the  boy’s  spiritual 
life  cannot  produce  symmetrical  growth. 
(2)  The  activities  must  be  graded  and  pro- 
gressive, the  long-rtrousered  boy  not  being 
asked  to  do  knickerbocker  stunts.  (3)  The 
heart  of  the  boy  will  be  where  he  is  giving 
the  most  of  himself  in  service.  (4)  Recog- 
nize the  demand  of  boy-nature  for  organ- 
ization in  giving  him  a hand  and  a voice 
and  a vote  in  his  owji  affairs.  (5)  Hero- 
worship  heads  toward  leadership  without 
which  organization  is  useless. 

The  Tuxis  System,  as  described  by  the 
founder  himself  at  the  Institute  for  Work- 
ers with  Boys  held  at  York,  Pa.,  in  April, 

1908,  consisted  in  carrying  out  several 
hundred  tests  “under  three  general  heads, 
namely:  tests  that  pertain  to  the  physical 
life,  tests  that  pertain  to  the  mental  life, 
and  tests  that  pertain  to  a life  of  social 
service.”  At  the  first  interview  between 
the  leader  and  the  individual  boy  the  mean- 
ing of  the  word  Tuxis — the  name  of  an 
Indian  chief  which  had  been  given  to  an 
island  where  the  Brooklyn  boys  camped 
— was  explained.  The  “T”  represented 
training;  the  “U”  united;  the  “X”  Christ; 
the  “I  individual;  the  “S  service — 
Christ  being  the  center  of  the  work,  as 
“X”  is  the  central  letter  of  the  slogan. 
Mr.  Smith  called  the  attention  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  institute  to  the  fact  that  the 
letter  “U”  is  joined  with  the  “I”  by  the 
“X,”  so  the  individual  boy  is  led  to  work 
for  the  other  boy  in  the  practical  manner 
that  the  “U  and  I Club”  worked  out  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  the  “U  and  I Club” 
referred  to  was  the  basis  of  the  group  plan 
so  successfully  developed  by  Mr.  Alex- 
ander at  Spring  Forge  and  later  at  Phil- 
adelphia. 

At  Silver  Bay,  N.  Y.,  in  the  summer  of 

1909,  a Commission  was  named  by  the 
Institute  of  Boys’  Workers  to  make  a spe- 
cial study  of  the  methods  of  organizing 
boys  for  service,  with  the  idea  of  building 
a standardized  plan.  With  Mr.  Alexander 
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and  Mr.  Smith,  the  pioneers  in  such  ef- 
forts, was  associated  Mr.  A.  A.  Jameson, 
then  Boys’  Secretary  of  the  Twenty- 
third  Street  Branch  of  the  New  York 
City  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association, 
but  before  the  report  of  the  Commission 
was  presented  Mr.  Smith  died  and  Mr. 
Alexander  became  the  Executive  Secretary 
of  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America.  Much  work 
was  done  by  the  three  men  in  unifying  Mr. 
Alexander’s  Four-Fold  Program  and  Mr. 
Smith’s  Tuxis  System,  which  were  found 
to  be  the  most  advanced  schemes  being 
used  anywhere  in  the  character-building 
work  among  boys.  “The  Order  of  the 
Mountain,”  with  its  three  levels  of  climb- 
ing, was  worked  out  in  full  detail,  but 
never  introduced  as  a method  of  organiza- 
tion, because  of  the  automatic  dissolving  of 
the  Commission. 

The  widest  publicity  was  given  the 
Four-Fold  Program  between  October, 
1911,  and  May,  1912,  by  the  teams  of  the 
Men  and  Religion  Forward  Movement. 
The  three  workers  responsible  for  the  boy 
emphasis  were  Messrs..  Jahies  A.- ^ 

John  L.  Alexander,  and  R.  A.  Waite. 
Among  the  books  of  the  so-called  “Men 
and  Religion  Library,”  which  were  sold 
during  the  campaign,  was  “Boy  Training,” 
a digest  of  the  three  reports  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Institutes  for  Workers  with  Boys, 
specially  edited  by  Mr.  Alexander.  This 
was  the  first  presentation  in  print  of  the 
Four-Fold  Program.  It  received  wide  and 
favorable  comment,  though  Association 
Boys  took  exception  to  its  psychology 
with  the  question,  “Why  four-fold?” 
Through  the  press  and  from  the  platform, 
the  whole  United  States  was  stormed, 
the  ideal  held  up  being  the  “Ghristlike 
boy — a physically,  socially,  mentally,  and 
spiritually  balanced  man  in  the  making.” 
From  the  first  page  of  the  “Boys’  Work 
Syllabus  for  Institutes”  through  the 
Boys’  Work  Message”  to  the  chapter  on 
■“Boys’  Work”  in  the  Movement’s  con- 
servation manual,  “Making  Religion  Ef- 
ficient,” the  one  chief  stress  was  upon  the 
full-grown  boy  after  the  pattern  of  Jesus. 

From  the  hour  in  May,  1912,  that  Mr. 
Alexander  was  placed  at  the  helm  of  the 
North  American  non-denominational  Sun- 
day school  ’teen-age  work,  as  the  Super- 
intendent of  the  Young  People’s  (Second- 
ary) Division  of  the  International  Sunday 
School  Association,  the  staunch  ship, 
^‘Four-Fold  Life,”  has  been  steered  with  a 
steady  hand,  never  in  the  calm  waters  of 
indifference,  but  often  through  the  waves

of  opposition,  and  always  with  a clear 
vision  of  the  port  ahead. 

The  present  program  of  the  Young 
People’s  Division  stands  or  falls  with  thia 
principle  of  .the  four-fold  development. 
Whether  dealing  with  the  individual  boy 
or  girl  through  the  questionnaire,  chart, 
and  prescription;  or  with  groups  of  boys 
and  girls  through  the  conferences  and  coun- 
cils; or  with  the  discovering  and  preparing  of 
leadership  through  the  Lake  Geneva 
Training  Camps,  the  one  idea  that  is  kept 
to  the  front  is  that  the  most  that  can  be 
done  for  a boy  or  girl  is  what  you  get  the 
boy  or  girl  to  do  for  themselves  in  the  pro- 
ducing of  an  harmoniously  balanced  life. 
Since  July,  1914,  these  International 
Camp  Conferences  at  Lake  Geneva  have 
been  experimenting  in  the  Four-Fold 
Program,  the  boys’  Camp  from  the  begin- 
ning being  known  as  “The  Camp  of  the 
Four-Fold  Life.”  At  both  the  Training 
Conferences  for  the  approved  boys  and 
girls,  respectively,  the  conception  of 
leadership,  as  stated  by  Dr.  Fiske  of 
Oberlin,  is:  Knowledge,  which  is  the  re- 

sult of  instruction;  Power,  which  is  the 
result  of  training;  Skill,  which  is  the  re- 
sult of  experience;  Character,  which  is  the 
result  of  moral  living;  Vision,  which  is  the 
result  of  “the  climbing  life.” 

Meanwhile  Mr.  Taylor  Statten,  then 
Boys’  Secretary  of  the  Central  Branch 
of  the  Toronto,  Canada,  Young  Men’s 
Christian  Association,  enthusiastically 
adopted  the  Four-Fold  Program,  after  a 
visit  to  Philadelphia  in  February,  1910. 
After  considerable  local  experimenting, 
much  of  which  was  carried  on  conjointly 
with  Mr.  Preston  G.  Orwig,  Young  People’s 
(Secondary)  Superintendent  of  the  On- 
tario Sunday  School  ’ Association,  who 
had  been  associated  with  Mr.  Alexander 
at  Philadelphia,  the  “Canadian  Standard 
Efficiency  Tests  for  Boys”  were  first  pre- 
sented to  the  public  in  simple  form  in 
December,  1912.  These  semigraded  tests, 
concerning  which  the  author  said,  “There 
is  no  thought  of  progression,”  make  no 
pretense  to  being  based  on  the  principles 
of  the  Four-Fold  Program;  though  the 
more  elaborate  scheme  which  was  pub- 
lished in  October,  1914,  not  only  adopts 
the  four-fold  division,  but  also  arranges 
its  fixed  standards  in  accord  with  the  “rec- 
ognized principles”  for  the  development 
of  boy-life  so  successfully  worked  out  at 
Spring  Forge  and  Philadelphia  and  so 
eagerly  accepted  during  the  Men  and  Re- 
ligion campaign. 
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Considerable  attention  was  given  these 
Canadian  Tests  by  the  Association  of 
Boys’  Work  Secretaries  of  the  North  Amer- 
ican Young  Men’s  Christian  Associations. 
At  Detroit  in  September,  1913,  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  of  this  organization 
voted  to  introduce  the  program  into  the 
United  States,  and  in  May,  1916,  they 
memorialized  their  International  Com- 
mittee to  accept  the  responsibility  for  fur- 
thering some  such  standard  tests.  In 
September,  1916,  specially  appointed  rep- 
resentatives of  the  International  Commit- 
tee of  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  As- 
sociation called  a meeting  of  representa- 
tives from  the  Federal  Council  of  Churches 
of  Christ  in  America,  the  Sunday  School 
Council  of  Evangelical  Denominations, 
the  Religious  Education  Association,  and 
the  International  Sunday  School  Associa- 
tion, the  committee  from  the  last-named 
organization  being  Messrs.  J.  R.  Marcum, 
John  L.  Alexander,  and  Herbert  L.  Hill, 
to  discuss  “a  broad  plan  of  work  with  boys 
touching  especially  the  lives  of  boys  con- 
nected with  the  churches.”  Proof  sheets 
of  “The  American  Efficiency  Tests  for 
Boys” — almost  a complete  reproduction 
of  “The  Canadian  Standard  Efficiency 
Tests” — were  submitted  by  the  representa- 
tives of  the  Young  Men's  Christian  As- 
sociation as  the  basis  of  discussion.  Noth- 
ing definite  was  determined  upon  before 
the  adjournment  of  this  first  meeting,  but 
at  the  Commission’s  second  session  in 
November,  1916,  it  was  voted  to  recog- 
nize as  the  natural  groupings  of  adol- 
escence: Group  I.  Ages  12,  13,  14.  Group 
II.  Ages  15,  16,  17.  Group  III.  Ages 
18  to  24.  At  its  third  meeting  in  Sep- 
tember, 1917,  this  Joint  Commission  on 
Efficiency  Tests  for  Boys  resolved  to  “sus- 
pend operation  for  the  present,”  or  until  a 
similar  Commission  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Religious  Education  Association 
could  finally  report  the  result  of  its  re- 
searches. 

Simultaneously  with  the  Commission 
on  Boys’  Work  the  Commission  on  Ef- 
ficiency Tests  for  Girls  was  making  its 
investigations.  The  same  organizations 
that  constituted  the  Boys’  Work  Com- 
mission vere  represented  on  the  Girls’ 
Commission,  the  National  Board  of  the 
Young  Women’s  Christian  Association 
being  substituted  for  the  International 
Committee  of  the  Young  hlen’s  Christian 
Association.  On  this  Commission  the  rep- 
resentatives of  the  International  Sunday 
School  Association  are  Airs.  Katherine 


Willard  Eddy,  Aliss  Anna  Branch  Bin- 
ford,  and  Air.  John  L.  Alexander.  After 
several  sessions  without  definite  findings, 
the  Commission  at  its  meeting  in  Sep- 
tembei,  1917,  also  voted  to  suspend  their 
work,  awaiting  the  results  of  the  researches 
being  carried  on  by  the  Rehgious  Educa- 
tion Assoeiafon. 

At  the  present  the  various  organizations 
interested  in  the  Four-Fold  Program  for 
boys  and  girls  are  working  independently 
in  accord  vith  their  distinguish’ ng  bents. 
Great  advances  were  made  in  the  Sunday 
school  field  at  the  Lake  Geneva  Training 
Camp-Conferences  last  summer,  and  plans 
are  already  being  operated  to  take  an  even 
gi  eater  forward  step  thf  coming  summer. 
Profit ‘ng  by  the  exper'ences  that  are  be- 
hind, and  stretching  forward  to  the  pos- 
sibil  ties  that  are  before,  let  us  “press  on 
toward  the  goal  unto  the  prize  of  the  up- 
ward calling  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus.”
